1 . The Amendment filed April 1 6, 2007 in response to the Office Action of 
November 15, 2006, is acknowledged and has been entered. Previously pending claims 
1 and 50 have been amended. Claims 4, 8, and 9 are canceled. New claims 11-16 are 
added. Claims 1-3, 5-7, and 10-16 are pending. 

2. New claims were added drawn to additional distinct species, hence an additional 
species election/restriction is set forth below. 

3. Election/Restrictions 

A. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of examination: 

(a) examining nucleic acids (claims 7, 13, 14); 

(b) pathological examination (claims 11, 15); or 

(c) biochemical examination (claims 12, 16). 

The species are independent or distinct because each examination step is a 
distinct method step requiring different reagents, measures different variables, each 
having different criteria for success. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 1 is generic. 

If Applicant elects "(a) examining nucleic acids" in A above, then Applicants must 
elect a species in B below: 

B. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of gene: Elect one or a specific combination of genes examined from claim 
13. 

The species are independent or distinct because each examination step is a 
distinct method step requiring different reagents, measures different variables, each 
having different criteria for success.

(a) measurements of tumor markers expressed by cancer cells via ELISA; 

or 

(b) measurements of isozymes expressed by cancer. 

The species are independent or distinct because each examination step is a 
distinct method step requiring different reagents, measures different variables, each 
having different criteria for success. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claim 12 is generic.
